A special correspondent of the Nagasaki 
Prew, whois on his way to Europe via the Trans-. 
Siberian ‘Railwey, has just paid a visit to Port 
Arthur, From an interesting account of ‘his 
e the-followin: 
-extracts-—It is certainly trae {he ‘says) the! 
‘having railyay connection with the Sib- 
orion ling ‘from Russix “to Viadivostock,. this 
places the Russians to somewhat better advan- 
tage than is Rossossed by any other European 
uotion which has naval or. military stotions in 
this part of the world; but it must not be forgot- 
ten that this trans-Siberian railway is anything 
but complete, or even well built; and it has-yot 
tebe proved how it would stand the strain in the 
ovent of war taking place out hore batween 
Russia and any other power. .No oue realisos 
those various sonrcas of weakness more than 
the high Russian officers and strategists them- 
selves, and it is therefore not very astonishing 
to ind that the Government of the Tsar is 
taking advantage of the present opportunity of 
gutetuile in political affairs in the Hast to make 

‘ort Arthur as strong, aa self-contained, ond 
as self-supporting os js. possible in view of 
future eventualities, Just to show how even 
natural causes affect the railways in Manchurio, 
8 few heavy reinstorms fell during the whole of 
the first part of this month and caused eo many 
washaways of embankments and. bridges that 
the traffic on ths line between here and Daluy 
is completely disorganised.: - 

Crowded as:the ‘town of Port. Arthur is at 
present, with all sorts.and conditions of men, 
of almost every nationality under the sun, it 
will be still more so when the flect réturns from 
its visit to’ Viadivosteck, whithor ‘Admiral 
Aloxioff has gono with nearly all tho vessols at 
hiscommand. At present there aro only ono 
second-class battleship, one crniser, and ons 
gunboat, |‘with several torpedo bonta and 
torpedo boat destroyers in the the rondstesd and 
harbour. But the port presents a busy scene, 
what with steamers of the Russian Voluntesr 
Floot, the Danish East-Asiatio.8..8.. Company, 
the Chinese Eastern Railway Company's vesse 


‘and several Japanese, Danish, and British 


‘steamers walo: gz in the harbour, and the 
numerous’ steam dredgers (over a dozen in 
number) hard at. work clearing out the new 
capacions, inner harbour. sitnatad to the wost of 
the entrance channel and opposite the present 
town. There are no harbour or customs dues 
at present, and no precantions seem to be taken 
whatever as to who and what is landed, | 

To get ashore is the ensiost part of a tra- 
vellor’s ‘trouble on arriving at Port Arthur. 
‘But to get .secommodation of any kind, how- 
o¥er poor, is almost impossible unless you posses 
‘a friond there, There is not s hotel worthy of 
the'name, and the few there are of the dirtiest

“Bat will it bs cheap?” is the question I 
have been frequently asked. Well, here is how 
the matter stands, The wages of the West 
"Coast ‘negro have~during the last eighteon 
months gono up more than 100 per cent., and, 
like the ehares in some of the strongly financed 
Tarkwa companios, oro still rising. “3 

Now, onthe other hand, tho Chinese, who 
in their thousands are working in the tin mines 
‘of the Malay Peninsula, are only being paitl $9 
to $10.9 month for twenty-six working days.
